Registration Open For June Primary
The registration of voters for 

the Presidential Primary elec­ 
tion, June 5, is now In progress 
and will continue through April 
12, 1956. The closing dale for 
registration of voters is always 
the fifty-fourth day prior to the. 
day of any particular election.

Registration for residents of 
Torrance is handled at the Tor- 
ranee City Hall, and informa­ 
tion may he ohtained hy calling 
the City Hall, FA. 8-5810.

Registration information for 
c o u n t y residents may be oh­ 
tained by calling the office of

the Registrar of Voters, 
MU. 9211.

According to information re­ 
ceived from the Registrar of 
voters, there are six classes of 
pel-sons who should register or 
re-register for the election. 
They are:

1. Those wTio have changed 
their addresses since they last 
registered.

2. Those who have changed 
their'names since they last 
registered.

3. Those who desire to change 
their political affiliation.

4. Those whose registrations 
were canceled because they did 
not vote at either the Direct 
Primary or General Election in 
1954, and who have not re-reg­ 
istered since said cancellation.

5. Those who have become of 
<n ge, and have not registered.

6. New residents of Los An­ 
geles County, who will have the 
required qualifications by the 
date of the election.

These qualifications are: a. 
One year's residence in the 
State, b. Ninety days' residence 
in the County, c. Twenty-one 
years of age.
